d. Four trucks carrying 16 boxes y ten of which contain unassembled 
machine guns and six of which contain SK2 (sic). : 


2. These materials were transported by river From Tunghsing to Than Poun 
. (1O7~51; 21-39) in three convoys of junks which left Tunghsing as follows: 


&. Seven junks on the morning of 29. January. 
b. Ten junks on the night of 29-30 January. 
¢. Eight junke on the morning ‘sf 2 February. 
The route of the convoys was then from Than Poun to Tien Yen (107-23; 


21-19) and from Tien Yen to Dong Trieu. This route is by rail and is 
under. the guard of the DRV. - 
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The distribution of these supplies was to be made by & committee directed - 


by Nguyen Minhs but in reality he was under the control of two Chinese 
savisors who represented the Aid Mission.
